HOME TRADE. 
Manchester Market Report. 
Messrs. James F. Hutton & Co. 
Ltd., Manchester, write as follows 
under date Wednesday, August 26. 
Trading hus not been active in 
the cotton markets, which have 
been ovcupied for the greater part 
of the week in trying to anti¢ipate 
the Bureau report just issued. 


| Judging by its reception this has 


turned out to be more nearly in 
accord with general expectations 
than usual, and apparently: the 
belief is fairly widespread that’ 
present values are a reasonable 
measure of the existing situation. 
The. Bureau estimate the crop 
indication on the 15th inst. as 
13,990,000 bales, which shows an 


! improvement of over 400,000 bales 


from: the previous estimate of 
13,566,000 bales. Including linters 
therefore the total crop indication 
is now roughly. 15,000,000 bales. 
If this forecast proves to be nearly 
correct it does not appear from the 
increasing rate of consumption, 
that a permarantly lower level of 
values is likely during this season, 
The total ginned up to August 15 
was 578,000 bales against 135,900 
at the same date last year. In 
some quarters this was regarded 
as a more bearish feature than the 
yield figures, The substantial 
increase in this figure is attributed 
to"early maturity of the plants, 
which is a favourable factor in 
reducing further deterioration. 
Jn the Manchester market there 
has again been a fairly wide 
enquiry for yarn and cloth, but 
although a moderate business has’ 
been arranged, the demand is still 
slow in developing. . Possibly if 
cotton. prices remain firm for a 
time buying will become. freer. 
Lloth quotations are steady’ and 
spinners of American yarns are 
now in a stronger position with 
the result that prices are firmer 
and show much less irregularity. 
Fine counts are quiet in demand 
but there-is no weakness, From 
India there has been.some demand 
‘for dhooties, light styles, prints 
and fancies, and limits are not 
generally very far out. A small 
‘trade is also being done in fancies 
mainly for Chins. Egypt, South 
America and Africa are also doing 
a little and there is still a fairly 
large enquiry for the Continent. 
Trade for the Near East is alao 
showing some signs of improve- 
ment. i *

Whén the Indo-China Steam 
Navigation Company's — steamer, 
“Tuckwo,” which arrived at Han- 
kow this afternoon from Shang- 
hai, was about two miles above ]: 
Wuhu on the evening of the 25th 
inst. a violent explosion, accom- }. 
panied by smoke, occurred in the 
Chinese third-class aceommoda- 
tion, -Anti-fire measures were 
inken and no fire resulted, the 
ship continuing on her voyage. 

An enquiry into the cause of 
the explosion resulted in the find- 
ing of a. cunningly-contrived 
bomb, the cover of which was the 
outside container of 1 Thermos 
flask, which had been placed in an 
innocent-looking “box. Accord- 
ing to the story of the passenger 
coolie concerned, the box was 
brought aboard at, Chinkiang by |.° 
a Chinese who left the ship at 
Nanking and did not return, 

Only slight damage. was done 
by the explosion, two Chinese 
passengers being slightly injured 
and two bunks wrecked. | There 
had obviously been a determined’ 
and well-planned attempt . to 
’wreck the ship, which might have 
had most serious results had the 
bomb exploded elsewhere than 
under the ‘wide airshaft, which 
gave the flame aceess to the open 
air and dissipated the force of the 
explosion. This; eombined with 
the exéellent .behaviour of the |: 
officers und crew, tended to allay 
any tendency to panic on the part 
of the passengers. 


PEACE EFFORTS.

BLOOD ‘GIVEN. 


| MAN WHO FELT PAIN WHEN 
PATIENT DIED. 

Nearly three years ago 
Frederick George Lee, an . ex- 
regimental]. sergeant-major, now 
84, was asked at a labour bureau 
if he would allow sorne of his 
blood to be transfused to na girl of 
10 at the Middlesex Hospital, 
Mortimer Street, W. 

-“T’ve kiddies of my own,” he 
replied, promptly agreeing to the 
request, 

The subsequent operation was 
the first of 25 of a similar nature 
to which Mr. Lee has submitted 
since November 1922, there being 
a chance in every case of saving 
the re ene 8 life, 

He has given 36 pinta of his 
life-blood to others, and at least 
17 persons owe their lives to him’ 
‘and to the Middlesex Hospital 
surgeons in whose care he has 
iplaced himself. 

In cases where transfusion has 
not been successful in saving the 
life of a patient Mr. Lee has had 
a curious knowledge of the fact. 
“Should my patient die,” he said, 
“I know at’ once, for 1 feel a 
severe pain in my arm.’ 

Mr. Lee’ has been ordered a 
rest, and for two months is not to 
be: allowed to give his “blood to 
patients, 

“We want at least 20 volunteers 
of equal fitness,” a hose surgeon 
stated. - 

“They must not have had 
malaria or serious blood diseases; 
otlier wise, any fit man or woman 
up to 60 is capable of acting as a 
donor.

New Era in Printing. 

Two London men working 
secretly for four years in a small 
workshop in the Wahvorth Road 
district have at last, after many 
perfected a machine. 
which, it is claimed by experts, 
will revoiutionise principles “of 
printing that have been in, use 
since Caxton’s time 450.years ago. 
1tn effect this new machine does 
away with metal type by “sub- 
stituting for it 2 photographie film 
upon which letters, figures, ete., 
have been, photographed. | By 
means of a kéyhoard operated like 
a typewriter, letters and charac- 
ters from a “master film” are pro- 
jeeted ‘one by .one in’ rapid 
sequence on to a sensitised photo- 
graphic film base and photograph- 
ed, the “exposure” being made in 
a fraction of a second. This ex- 
posed film when developd ‘corre- 
spohds to the “set-up metal” or 
type line-of a modern composing 
machine, It is a photographic 
film bearing an image of the sub- 
ject matter to.be printed, This is

equivalent to the stage reached j 


by the process engraver who in his 
studio obtdins a negative by 
photographing an original. Hav- 
ing reached this stage, “printing 
may be done-in a dozen different 
ways by line block for letter-press |. 
printing, by direct litho, by photo- 
graphic processes: from plate ‘or 
stone, or Ly the offset photo litho 
throughout. Different sizes of 
type are obtained by an adjust- 
ment of focus’ of the lens of the 
camera which projects the “‘mas- 
ter film” image, this ° operation 
being completely automatic. A 
single spool two inches in diameter 
of “master film,” three inches 
wide, contains the equivalent of 
2,700 “founts” or complete sets 
of type. The inventors are.Mr. 
J. R. C. August. and Mr. E. K. 
Hunter, his brother-in-law. It is 
claimed that ‘the invention, will 
save millions’ of pounds to the 
printing industry, and that the 
application of wireless telegraphy 
to it will.enable.a machine in-
